A sprouting space 3 by 3 feet will 
give a plentiful day's feed for 000 hens. 

All that ls necessary ore a bor with 
a rim, good heavy oats, plenty of 
water and a temperature of GO degrees 
or more, 

Soak the oats for twenty-four houra, 
tben spread them no deeper than two 
foches in the receptacle and water well 
every day. = 

Bore a few holes ‘inj the box for 
Gralnage, set it Jevcl and do not stir 
the oats or allow them to get dry. 

For a continuous supply you must 
gut oats to soak right along to take 
the place of what you feed. ~~

noon of Sept. 27, when the veel was 
90 miles off Panama. 

The stern of the vessel lived, and as 
the water swept acro-s the decks a life 
beat was manned und lowered. A dew 
perate struggle among 90 passengers and 
crew for admission to a lifeboat caused 
as large number of perrons to be crowded 
overboard. As far ay known, there were 
only about a dozen saved. 

The ship's wireless vpera.or rushed to 
his cabin at the report of the explosion 
but before he could flash a distress sig- 
nal the Chirique had hopelessly lined. 

The explosion on the Chirique ie un- 
officially declared to have been due to 
the use of salt water in the boilers. 
This ~» weakened the boilers that they 
blew up when under a forced head of 
steam, 

The Chirique left Panama on Sept. 27, 
southbound. Thirteen of the survivors 
reached Jarachine in a lifeboat and re- 
parted that another boat in which were 
nine survivors put off from the doomed 
steamer. No word has been received re- 
garding the second boat.

RAILWAY REGULATION. 


Although there was little norelty in 
the railways’ presentaion of their case 
for the advance of their rates there 
was much that was novel inthe ship- 
pers’ contentions, In Chicago it was 
testified hy, one railway that forty mil- 
lion dollata of earnings had been put 
back inta’the property. In this city it 
was testified that some thirty-five mil- 
lions of-dollara‘of earnings had been 
expended ‘upon the new Pennsylvania 
terminal: This was in accord with the 
rindrhy "a relies rule of. practice by 
fe bait “'m dollar for dividends 
and a ea lar. for betterments.”’ It 
was thi rinciple of plowing the earn- 
ings back into the property which has 
kept down the capitalization of Ameri- 
can railways, at the same time that 
their rates have not risen with other 
prices*for services and goods. s, 
On this formerly approved principle 
the shippers’ counsel joined issue, tak- 
ing their cue, it must be admitted, 
from certain rulings of the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission. These improve- 
ments made from earnings were re- 
garded as grievances, and in them- | 
_ | selves as proof of extortion. It was as- 
-|serted as a right that the~ roads 
“\ should reduce their rates by whatever 
sims of earnings they have been ac- 
customed ta’ devote to improvements. 
Even the misfortunes of the railways 
were imputed to them for a fault. For 
‘Jexample, it was alleged that because 
one road had. lost large sums by equip- 
ment frauds, and had prospered nev- 
rtheless, therefore it had overcharg- 
ed by the amount it had Jost by em- 
bezzlement, and should be held to re- 
duce its rates by the amount of its 
losses. -The broad position of those 
, assuming to act for the general public 
fis that the railways should be allowed 
to charge no more than would just 
prevent.their setting up a defence of 
confiscation. And, in estimating their 
permissible income the ‘railways are 
held by these spokesmen to be entitled

Thoy canot justify on totals, but | 
jpoust prove in detail just how much 
they want for terminals, just how much 
they want for wages, how much for 
interest, and so on indefivitely. 

The railways plead that they cannot 
do it, and that nobody could. How-} 
ever that may be, it is evident that 
the success of the contention would 
establish a new definition of vailway

WARM WELCOME 


Gibraltar Does Everything to Make 
Royal Fugitives Feet at 





Home, 





YACHT SENT BACK. 





Manuel and His Mother Guests of the 
Governor of Gibraltar — Vatican De 
nies Charges of Disturbances Raised 
By Clericals. 


Gibraltar, Oct. 10.—The fugitive 
royal family of Portugal left the yacht 
Amelie yesterday, and are now the 
guests of the governor at Government 
House, The yacht sailed for. Lisbon 
last night. She will enter the harbor 
without displaying any flag, and will 
be turned over to the Government. 

The people of Gibraltar gave the 
exiles a warm welcome. When they 
attended mass at St. Mary’s Church 
yesterday morning, the edifice was 
crowded, aud thousands had congte- 
gated outside. King Manuel and the 
Queen Mother drove from the yacht 
in Government carriages, with the 
members of their suite, the governor's 
aide, the admiral of the port and his 
flag lieutenant attending them. The 
people along the route cheered enthus- 
jastically, and the King and Queen 
bared “their acknowledgments sail- 
ingly. 

_At the entrance of the church Mon- 
signor Chincota received them and 
conducted them to seats near the high 
altar, not far from the beautiful stain- 
ed windows, which were recently plac: 
ed as memorials to the murdered 
King Carlos and tho crown prince. 

On their departure from the church 
the members of the party were cheer- 
ed again. When he left the yacht 
King Manuel said farewell to ail the 
crew, who kissed his hand, while the 
others were attending church tha 
Dowager Maria Pia landed and drove 
to the Government House. The whole 
party had lunch with the governor, 
Sir Archibald Hunter. Sentries were 
doubled, while strong police. patrols 
were stationed outside the house. 

Quantities of baggage and furniture 
have been unloaded from the yacht. 
Apparently they had been placed on 
board some time ago, in preparation 
for o possible flight. 

Pope Will tnquire. 

Rome, Oct, 10.—The Vatican has re- 
ceived despatches from Monsignor 
Tonti, papal nuncio at Lisbon, dated 
Cintra, which took more than twenty- 
four hours to reach Rome. These de- 
aputches briefly report the fucts con- 
cerning the revolutionary movement, 
a8 already known to the public. 

With reference to the Jesuits and 
other cco’esiastics throwing bombs and 
ther explosives without provocation, 
the Vatican appeals to the common- 
sense of the people of any country us 
to the improbability of such occur- 
rences. The Vatican points out that 
it very likely was repetition of what 
happened in Barcelona in 1909, that 
the mob must have attacked the re- 
ligious houses, the inmates defending 
themselves, 

Regurding the various statements 
made by Premier Canalejas at Madrid 
it is openly stated by Vatican ofticia's 
that if he intends to continue that 
kind of poles, it will be impossible 
for the Holy See to reach an agree. 
ment on the religious question with 
Spain, aa the principles of the Pra- 
mier are distinctly anti-religious, not- 
withstanding his affirmations to the 
contrary. 

_~ Calming Anti-Clericals, 

Lisbon, Oct. 10.—The Government is 
making strong efforts to calm the 
anti-clerical agitgtion. The Minister 
of the Interior has been touring th+ 
streets in an automobile dispersing 
manifestants. “Priests are set upon 
wherever seen.

variety of purposes under the name 
kleselguhr. it is employed as a re- 
bicle or absorbent “for nitrogiycerin, 
and the resultant paste ts dynamite. 
Diatomite ts an excellent ponconductor 
of beat, and In this capacity it ts used 
for filling the hollow. interiors of the 
walls of safes, as a lulng for stoves 
and furnaces nod as a corering for 
steam pipes aod bollera. For such pur. 
poses as these it has an advantage 
orer asbestos In the mutter.of price 
and also of weight ,

| There are harmfulas well as ben- 
| ficial ways of brushing teeth, says the 
| Designer. ‘ . w3. 

| ‘A too. vigorgus application of the 
brush crosswise’ of the teeth may re 
| sult tn forcing the gums away from 
the, necks of the. teeth,’ leaving the 
roots more or Sess exposed. The gums 
require the friction of the brush: as 
well. as the teeth, but this friction’ 
should be applied in such a way as 
to force the cum down dger the tooth 
Instead of pressing it away. To ac 
complish this the brash should be gir. 
ena rotary motion, letting the bristies 
| impinge against the upper gums and 
teeth ou the ‘downward trip aod 
| against the lower ones on the upward 
trip. This will also tend to throw the 
bristles in between the teeth and force 
out any particles of food which may 
be lodged between them, 

If the gums show a tendency. to 
bleed in brushing, the brush should be 
continued in this way with cok ‘water 
ull the bleeding stops, “and by this 
means the gums will be hardened and 
become normal. If this does not cure

, Lord Bleatheses teas has been to Berlin 
as the 1 representative of the Universi- 
ties of the British’ Empire, and had 
an interview with the German Chan- 
cellor, who “expressed the hope,” 
cables the: London correspondent of the 
Montreal Star, “that Lord Strathcona 
would beable to convince the Comedian 
Government of the reality of Ger- 
many’s desire to arrange a broad re- 
ciprocal treaty on the basis of Canada’s 
intermediate tariff. Germany’ desires 
a much larger trado with Canada, and 
still regards Hon. Mr. Fielding’s ar- 
rangement of February, 1910, with the 
Imperial Consul at Montreal, as a 
mere prelude to this broader conren- 
tion.” = 

This ia the result of the retaliatory 
policy of the Dominion Gorernment. 

When the French treaty was ratified 
by Canada it affccted to a certain ex- 
tent the German trade with this coun- 
try_and- because Germany was not gir- 
en the same tariff concessions that 
Were conceded to France for a return 
reduction of duties, Germany imposed 
a higher duty upon Canadian goods 
sent to that country than was imposed 
upon other countries. Canada resentod 
this by imposing a higher tax upon 
German goods imported into Canada 
than upon similar goods from other 
countries. This policy, the Germans 
soon found, was materially curtailing 
their trade with Canada, and, after 
realizing this fact, that country sought 
a conference with Canada’s Finance 
Minister, resulting in more friendly re. 
lations between the two countries. 
Now Germany sccks a further exten- 
sion of trade from mutual concessions, 

Had the same independent action on 
the part of Canada been extended to 
the United States, Brother Jonathan 
would have been taught the samo les 
son that Germany had to face. Let's 
no more of yielding to Washington de- 
mands.

Tt will eliminate the plunger to 
whom a crooked horseman will go to 
if he is inclined to do something dis- 
honorable, the capitalist being the 
man at the helm whose money maker 
aS) mare go or stop, as tne case may

VOTE UNANIMOUS 
McMaster. University Professor 
Explains His Position’ on 

. __. Certain Points ‘ 


Torento, Oct. %5.—Prof, I, G. Mat- 
thews yesterday confronted. the On- 
tario and Quebec Baptist Convention 
and vindicated his threc logical teach- 
ings at McMaster University, as to 
which for some two years now, there 
had been a series of attacks. He re- 
faced w straight avowal of his beliefs 
by a long and carefully prepared ad- 
dress, in which he dwelt on the neces. 
sity for. careful Bible examination 
that did not; however, carry with it 
any fact of heresy. 

The discussion on the report of Mc- 
Master University Senate and Board 
of Governors, which precipitated the 
Matthews hearing. occupied the en- 
tire afternoon session and was resum- 
ed at 7.30 p.m., and at filteen minutes 
Past midnight the convention by 2 
Practically unanimous yoted to adopt 
the following amendment, submitted 
by Rev, John MacNeil: 

“That the senate and the board of 
governors be entrusted with the main. 
tenance of the theological curriculum 
as submitted in the report.”

He asked 
that personalities should be avoided in

Chancellor McKay then submitted 
the university report, which. has al- 
ready ‘teen made bale 16 He contin- 
ued: Pen F : 


“ET believe it is my duty to'make a 
full, frank. statement’ of ‘all matters 
dealing with the theological contro- 
versy. I agree that the debate shoul. 
be kept on @ high plane. But I am 
not the one responsible for bringing 
the matter here, nor is the senate. <It 
will be necessary to refer to some t. 
sans by name,” said the chance lor, 
and he mentioned the Pamphlet issu: 
ed by Rev. Elmore Harris. Bix years 
ago the theological curriculum had, 
been revised, giving a place to the 
study of Old: Testament ntroduction, 
and this was placed in Prof. Mat. 
thews’ hands, which ho held for three 
years. Chancellor McKay then came 
to the written report, the charges first 
made in 1908 by Dr. Harris, based on 
rumors, eporte, conversations, etc. 
Then Dr. Harris, Dr, Hughson and 
Hon. John Dryden were appointed: s 
committee, who found Prof. Matthews 
“sound on all the fundamentals of 
Baptist faith and practice.” and the 
matter dropped. 

“Dr. Harris’ pamphlet, which has 
been sent into every Baptist house in 
the convention, so far as I know,” 
declared that the statement in the re- 
port was “without foundation,” «id 
Dr. McKay, who quoted Dr. Hugh- 
son's report and said: “1 ask this con- 
vention if Dr. Harris is right.” 

Later, Dr. McKay quoted such a 
conservative theologian as Dr. Strong 
of Rochester, as having approved the 
Mattehws’ views, though not in every 
detail, The senate had adopted the 
committee report which exonerated 
Prof. Matthews by 13 to 4, and he be- 
lieved. that 30 out of 37 members ap- 
proved. 

“It is not Prof. Matthews alone,”’ 
the chancellor pointed out, “it is now 
@ question of the theological faculty.” 

Kev. Elmore’ Harris stated that 
throughout the controversy he had en. 
deavored to steer clear et any per- 
sonalities. 

“I want to say, as I ought not to- 
say, that I have put into the treasury 
over $5,000 of my own money. Does 
that look as though I had the interest 
of McMaster University at heart? My 
controversy is not. with Prof. Mat- 
thews."” 

Mr, Harris considered that his pam. 
phlet’ should ‘have been’ put’ before 
the. convention, because, as he stated, 
his side of the argument had been 
shut out from the public press, He 
also remarked that the chancellor 
sould only find two or three points on 
which to attack the statement.

Both atténded the historical old 
Pictou Academy, the. alma mater of 
Joseph Howe, the late Sir William 
Dawson, and many other ‘distinguish- 
ed Nova Scotians. Mr. Macdonald, 
however, following his course at the 
Academy by onc at Dalhousie College 
Mr. Tanner was called to the Ber of 
Nova Scotia in 1878 and sppointel a 
Q.C. in 1895. He was first returned 
to the Legislative Assembly at’ the 
gencral election of 184, was defeated 
at the election of 1897 and elected 
agein in 1901, retaining the seat until 
he resigned on the eve of the federal 
elections in‘3908. He was elected lead- 
er of the opposition in 1901, and waa 
always able to make the sessions in- 
teresting for the Government in spite 
of their snug majorities. He is a force- 
ful and aggressive anne and  pos- 
sessed of considerable- pcrronat a 
netism. In the old days he was a skill- 
ed athlete, being one of the fastest 
runners and best cricketers Nova Sco- 
tia ever produced., wey 

Mr. Mecdonald, who has been s 
King’s Counsel since 1904, has one of 
the largest legal practices.in the Mari- 
time Provinces, one of his principal 
clients being the,Dominion Coal Cé., 
which it will be remembered, he re- 
Presented as counsel in the Sted!-Coal 
suit. One of his closest personal 
friends is Mr, James Ross of Mont- 
real. Hoe was an unsuccessiul candi- 
date for the Legislative Assembly in 
1804 and for the House of Commons 
in 1896 and 1900, being defeated upon 
the last two occasions. by Sir Charles 
Hibbert Tupper. He succeeded in se- 
curing eléction to the assembly “in

“Some years ago a boat line whose 
vessels piled on a certain river desir. 
ed to mortgage lls property acd issae 
bonds. One of the provisions of the 
deal instrument provided what shou'd 
be done-fo the erent of the river dry- 
ing up or becoming Impossible to nari- 
Gate. As the straam was a mighty 
food of water at all Reasons, the pos- 
sibility of this contingency arising 
seemed out of all reason, but the attor 
neys for the mortgagee Insisted upon 
its insertion, Nothing has bappened 
the river as set. 

The commonest weakness of a mort- 
gage and one that may escape the 
ordinary eye is not the use of the 
wrong word to express the desired 
Meaning, but the use of not exactly 
tbe right one. After the mortgage bas 
been worked Into shape so that its 
provisions are satisfactory to both 
sides the lawyers who draw the mort- 
gage in the first instance Prepere a 
Ust of words about whose meaning 
they fear there may be some dispute 
and turn this list over to the expert 
etymologist who is in charr.of the 
brary in every big office. ‘tis man 
prepares a report which shows not 
only the dictionary definition of: each 
one of these words, but also furnishes 
a list of ail legal decisions that: bave 
been made relative to its exact algnifi- 
cance. This expert, being advised of 
the particular shade of meaning ft ts 
desired to convey, also furnishes an 
opinion as.to what is the right word, 
Supporting bis statement by a list of 
such legal decisions as may apply. All 
{bese reports are carefully bound to-
